Sijks, Millinery, Confectionery ana 
i' Bicycles Lead in the In- 
\^ creased Demand. ' 
p.. • — — ^. 

New York, June 28.—- E. G. Dun it 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade to-mor- 
row 'will say: "There is no Btop back- 
ward in buBinees though the BenBou of 
midsummer is quite near. The im- 
provement continues, gradual and pru- 
dently cautious as before, although in 
many branches it Ib evident where no 
sigha appeared a few weeks ago.' Busi- 
ness men of the highest standing in all 
parts of the country, having gradually 
proved that the tide has begun to rise, are 
regulating their contracts and accounts 
and the plans for the future with a con- 
fidence quite uhknowo a short time atro. 
Great changes before the adjourn men t 
of congress are hardly to be expected, 
but the removal of uncertainty ia with 
reason expected to brinp into operation 
buying forces which have been restricted 
[or iiionthB. Meanwhile it is encour- 
fti^iug that crop prospecta still jjrow 
brighter, and that the iiidustrieB 
meet a gradually increasing demand for 
products. Spring wheat is doing re- 
markably well with a practically un- 
known increase of acreage. Cotton was 
lifted an eighth without reason, and baa 
fallen buck as much because everything 
poiiua to a larger crop than has been 
conuiionly expected. 

Iron and steel products average a 
small fraction lower in public quotations, 
but only benauae private concessions 
whicli are now refosed were by 
various authorities complacently con- 
ce^jd .two weeks ago. Pig iron is 
firmefr with'a better demand at the East 
and atCbicago, but the impatience of 
Valley furnaces to resume work keeps 
bessemer and grey forge at last week's 
piotations at Pittsburg. The best of the 
newa is the material increase for plates, 
in part for warship building, in bars for 
agricultural implement works, in struc- 
tural shapes for buildings and bridiies, 
and in galvanized sheets. Tin hag bIoW- 
ly advanced to 14 cents in spite of heavy 
arrivals. Twelve hundred tons of lead 
have been Bold, moderate quantities now 
bringing %'6A'l)i^, and purcliasea havead- 
vanced l^ake copper to Il'^c. There is 
encouraging increase in the demand for 
all textile goods, even for cotton, which 
have been slow, and though it ia but 
moderate there is nothing of a specula- 
tive character in the transactions and 
prices are firmly held. 

Reorders for woollens have been 
rather better than wore expected from 
clothiers, and fairly good for dress 
goods. Operations in spring goods are 
still tleferred. J)onieBtio wool ia still 
held at relatively higher prices at the 
West. The now ileniaiid /or hoots and 
shoes does not increase us much as was 
exi)ected and some large factories have 
closed for want of orders. Many others 
are running only ))art time. 

J''ailureH for the week have l)een 1L!G in 
the United States against 127 last year, 
and 24 in Canada against 24 last year. 

UEADSTIlEEr's KEVIKW. 

Ni:w VoKK, June 25. — Bradfltreet's to- 
morrow will aay : The demand, except 
in a few lines, is less pronounced than it 
was two months ago. Ther^ is a good 
material increase in the volume dis- 
tributed compared with a year ago, and 
prices for many staples are lower, while 
there has been an improvement com- 
pared with the situation prior to the 
presidential election of ism; ami aa con- 
trasted with last .lannary, many of the 
lars!er merchants anil inanufacliirers 
characterize tlie business record tor the 
first half of hSilT as a disappointnient in 
contrast with anticipation in J)eceniber 
last. On the other hand, confidence is 
wideajiread in a revival of demand this 
fall. 

Of the three great manufacturing in^ 
dustries, iron and steel, cottons and 
woollens, the lirat shows relatively most 
iniprovenient and woollens next, al- 
though tariff delays have taken the edge 
olT demand in that line and permitted 
importers to stock up with nearly two 
years' sapplies. Gotton goods still suffer 
from cut prices, excessive competition 
and heavy production. 

There ia a better demand for silks, 
millinery and confectionery, whicli, aside 
from the jirosfierity of the bicycle indiis- 
trv, constitutes exceptions. Higher 
prices for leading cereals, for ineats and 
lldvaiia tobacco are noteworthy, and re- 
flect unnaually email auppliea of wheat, 
the strength of the control of the meat 
supply and the existing conditions in 
Ciilia. 

Haul; clearings totals at 87 cities for 
the week ending June 2-1 as telegraphed 
to Bradstreet'fi show total clearances of 
:i;070,2G9,233, an increate 'of 7.5 per 
cent, as compared with the correspond- 
ing week of last year. The clearances 
outside of New York city were $131,100,- 
an increase of 8.3 per cent. The 
clearances for the Dominion of Canada 
wore ; Montreal, $9,305,256, increase 5 
percent.; Toronto, $5,23(3,408, decrease

crease 11.1 per cent. ; Halifax, .$929,822; 
Hamilton, .$459,320, (leorease 32,0 per 
cent. ; St. John, .$533, oil!). 

Toronto merchants report eeaeonable 
goods movina freely with large ahip- 
inenta of wool to the United States to 
anticipate a higher duty. The Domin- 
ion government is reported likely to 
impose export duties on saw logs, pulp 
wool and lead and nickel ore, if it liuda 
the Amorioiin tariU'unfavorable to these 
intereats. Tlie voluiiie of business at 
Jlontreal is reduced throuih interest in 
the Jubilee celebrations. Only 37 busi- 
ness failures are reported in the JJoiniu- 
ion this week against 34 last week, and 
in the week a year aco 28. 

Regarding the state of Canadian trade 
Jubilee festivities interrupted business 
throughout theDominioD, taking almost 
two days, but a continued tendency to- 
wards iiinprovement appears, although 
trade for the week 'has been compara- 
tively <iuiet. St. John reports 
business quieter than usual on 
that account, and at Halifax 
a tendency towards improvement in 
business is noticed, though it is hardly 
perceptible and money ia circulating 
slowly. The British aliipments are go- 
ing forward freely at Quebec and trade 
in otlier lines ie fairly siitiafactory. Tlio 
week has been a very quite one in Mon- 
treal owing to thi3 holitlaya, and there ia 
no change in the money market. The 
improvement at Toronto continues in 
wholesale trade and collections are bet- 
ter. Prices of corn and wheat have ad- 
vanced and a largo hay crop ia assured.

MANITOBA AiND NORTHWEST. 

Archbishop Langevln Not Yet Settled— Crop

were issued to-day by the Northern Pa 
eific Railway and the Manitoba «!!: North 
western Railway. Almost without ex 
ception the reports from all sections 
were favorable. Largely owing to recent 
rains farmers anticipate more tiian an 
average crop. '

He expected to leave for theEast 
in a day or so.

MASSACJiED IN AFRICA. 

A 'Whole BelEiftn nnd English Expedition 
Said to Have Perished. 

BuusHELS, June 24.— The Reformer 
says it learns from a good source that the 
entire Dbania expedition to the head- 
waters of the Nile, including Baron 
DlinniB himself, has been maseaered. 

Baron Dhania lust year enlisted (i.OOO 
men in the Congo P'ree State to take part 
in a secret expedition, Tlie British gov- 
ernment allowed a number of its hussar 
troops to join the expedition, but it waa 
officially denied that any Anglo-Belgian 
movement had been concerted against 
the Mahdists. The general impression, 
however, was that this force was to act 
in conjunction with the Anglo-Egyptian 
expedition up the Nile to complete the 
recomiuest ol the Soudan, 

At lust Dhanis was reported to have 
arrived at Lado, north of the territory of 
the Congo Free State, on the White ^Mle, 
and 325 niilea north of Lake Victoria 
Nyanza. It was then understood that 
the Dhania expedition would push on 
northward in the direction of Khartoum. 

When last heard from in September 
the I'.iiroii waa at Stanley luills, 000 
miles from the nearest Dervish force. 



JAPAN NOT DIPLOMATIC. 

Her Bellicose Protest to the United States 
Lilcely to Do More Harm 
Than Good. 

London, .June 25. — The Daily Grnpliic 
eays editorially : Jajian ia likely to de- 
feat her own ends by addressing a belli- 
cose remonstrance to the United States 
on the subject of Hawaii. The policy of 
annexation ia not very popular in Am- 
erica, but any attempt at (lietation will 
be resented, anil will atreiigtheii the case 
for the annexationists by suggestion of 
an eventual .lajjanoBO annexation. 

A disjuittjli to the Times from Jvobe, 
Japan, says that the Japiinese iiewspu- 
per.-i accuse the United States of bad 
faith with regard to Hawaii, but that 
their tone ia uenerally moderate. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Morning Post says the Vovoe Vre- 
mya'protests vigorously against the ac- 
tion of the United States to annex Ha- 
waii, which, it adds, may aoon be follow- 
ed by an attempt to annex Cuba, 
" lOurope," says the Novoe Vremya, 
" baa every reafon to oppose the Btrenglh- 
ening of the United ,State8 in the new 
world and must be ready to support 
Spain if she ia threatened with the loss 
of Cuba." 



PoitT.sMourii, June 25. —Everything is 
in readiness for to>morrow'B great naval 
spectacle. Portsmouth, Southsea, and 
their environs, are quite repealing tbe 
London Jubilee fervor. Decoratians are 
universal, profuse and distinctly naval, 
notably at the gateway of the gun wharf, 
where brass cannon are motinted in two 
turrets and in charge of pikemen in full 
armor. Matchlocks protrude from 
the portholes. On the outside 
buttresses are the figures oi 
pickmen, while over the gateway 
ia a knight in full armour of the Queen 
Anne period. In addition to these are 
all sorts of jubilee devices formed, of 
brown bees pistols, sword blades,' iiaatcb- 
locks, cuirasses and dirks/ 'Armed 
knights in the panoply of the 'sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries" guard the 
gateway. The town hall is richly decor- 
ated, among the decorations beinR & 
group of Ameri(;an flags with the name 
" Brooklyn " in the centre. 

The festivities began this afternoon 
with a garden party given by Sir Howell 
Salmon — who wi'l be in supreme com- 
mand of the review lo-monow — in tlie 
beautiful lawns of Admiralty House. 
To-night a banquet will be given at the 
town hall, at which the Right Bon; Geo. 
J.Goschen, First Lord otthe Admiralty,' 
presides. 

A number of private entertainments ' 
are to be given, to which the ofHcers o£ 
the visiting fleets are invited. On Mon- 
day next all tlie foreign officera will visit: ' 
the dockyard and be entertained a't 
lunch by the Admiralty, with a garden 
party to follow on Whale Island. Taes- 
lay will be devoted to sports, with a 
dinner at the town hall for the seamen, 
and on Wednesday evening a ball will 
be given at the same place for the 
ofHcers. 

The banquet at the town hall to-night 
was a scene of unprecedented brilliancy. 
It waa preceded by a reception, a naval 
guard of honor lining the main ap- 
proaches and presenting arms as the 
guests arrived. All the latter wore uni- 
forms and decorations. Covers were' 
laid for 250. Prince Henry of Prussia 
eat next to the First Lord ol 
the Admiralty, who presided. The 

lall was splendidly decorated, the main 
feature of the decorations peine a bnstof i 
the Queen, surrounded by a huge wreath 
made to represent the rose, the thistle 
and the shamrock and formed of side- 
arms. It was surmounted by a royal 

rown studded with incandescent lamps 
to represent jewels. Around the hull 
were shields bearing the names 
of the foreign warships that 
will be present at to-iiiorrow's review. 

Mr. Goschen proposed the usual toaet. 
to the Queen, whicli waa received witli 
great enthusiasm, and the health of the 
foreign naval visitors. In the course of 
a brief speech he gave them a hearty 
welcome and dwelt upon the comrade- 
ship of naval men the world over, aris- 

ng out of the many things theyhav* 
in common— common dangers, common 
hardships, common experiences, com- 
mon courage and common endurance. 
They had, he said, an advantage over 
their military brethren in a more fre- 
quent intercourse, which enabled them 
to learn the value of each other's quali- 
tiea and friendships. Admiral von 
Spolin, of the .Austrian navy, propoaed a 
toast to the British Navy and Sir, Gos- 
chen resjionded.

CABLE CHAllGES. 

New Regulations to Govern After the End cf 
Tins Month. 

MoNTitEAi., June 25. — The Canadian 
Pacific Co.'b tolegrapli announces the 
following changes in the rulea for count- 
ing the charging of cablegrams, via the 
Commercial Cable Co.'s lines, taking 
effect on July 1 : 

In messages written entirely in plain 
language (which oilera an intelligible 
sense in Kngliali, French, German, 
Italian, Spaniah, Portuguese, Dutch and 
Latin), the maximum length of the 
chargeable word is fifteen characters; 
words of more than fifteen charnctera 
are charged at llie rate of one word for 
every fifteen characters, or fraction 
thereof. 

In measages written in code language 
(worda taken from standard vocabiilariea 
of the above mentioned languages), or 
compoaed of both plain and code lan- 
guage, the maximum length of a charge- 
able word is fixed at ten charactere. 
Words of more than ten characters are 
charged at the rate of one word for eveiy 
ten characters or fraction thereof. 

In messages composed of cipher lan- 
guage (formed exclusively of Arabic fig- 
ures having a secret meaning) every 
group of five figures, or fraction thereof, 
ia charged as one word. Group*of more 
than live iigurea are charged at the rate 
of one word for every five figures or frac- 
tion tliureof. 

In muaangea compoaed of jilain and 
cipher language, the words are charged 
at the rate of fifteen characters to a 
word, and the groups of figures at the 
rate of five tigurea to a word. In mes- 
aagea composed of plain code 
and cipher language, the words are 
charged for at the rate of ten 
characters to a word and the 
groups of figures at the rate of live to a 
word. Nam hers expressed in figures are 
counted at the rate of one word forevery 
five figures or fraction thereof, each 
group being considered separately. 

Trade marks formed of' letters are 
counted like ligurea, but when formed of 
letters and figures and the characters in- 
terrupt cacti other they are counted 
sepnrately, example— A B is counted 
as llireo chargeahio worils.

TO-NIOHT'S MEETING. 

Let there be a atroiiR rally at to-night's 
meeting in the City Hall. The (lueation 
to be considered ia a very important onoi 
and the expresBion of public opinion on 
the subject ought to be definite and 
poeitive. 

It is with \'er7 great regret that we 
observe the course which the Times of 
tbifl city has seen fit to take upon this 
important question. We do not know 
that it matters much here where the 
paper is well known, but it ia likely to 
do barm elsewhere, but the opponents of 
British Goldmbia's just claims in the 
premises will seiiie upon the utterances 
of the Times withavidity, and there is no 
doubt that any effort which may be 
made hereafter in the intereata of the 
Ck)a3t cities to secure the opening of East 
Kootenay and tho Boundary Creek dis- 
trict will be met by quotations from that 
unrepresentative paper. 

The truth of the matter appears to be 
tliat the Times is more anxious to hurt 
the provincial government than to serve 
Ihe interests of the city in which it is 
printed. This is apparent from its edi- 
torial of last evening, which is simply a 
coarse and maliciously false attack upon 
the CoLOKisT. The article is false in 
stating that " the Colonist has advised 
that all agitatiou for a road from the 
Coast to tap the Kootenay should cease." 
The CoLONLST has done nothing of the 
sort. It has done nothing that by any 
construction of language can be made to 
mean anything of the sort, and every 
reader of the CoLONihT knows it. It ia 
false in stating that the Golonist has 
advised " the people to demand assist- 
ance to the Heinze sclieme. " It ia false 
in stating that the Coi-onist has been 
acting in this matter on behalf of the 
local government. We mention these 
matters, not because the public do not 
know them already, but in order that 
people may see the sort of opposition 
that has to be met in endeavoring to 
further the interests of the Province. 

We hope that tliis narrow and con- 
temptible spirit will hnd no place at to- 
night's meeting. We liope that tlie peo- 
ple will meet there determined to forget 
for the time being all party and personal 
differences and join in an assertion of 
the just rights of British Columbia. If 
this is done we look with considerable 
confidence for a successful result. It 
may be necessary to continue the agi- 
tation; but let us begin it aright. The 
way to begin it is to stand together as 
British Oolumbians for the rights of the 
Province, and, having asserted these, to 
cast upon tlie Dominion government the 
onus of determining by whom the work 
shall be done. 

VICTORIA'S SCHOOLS. 

Mr. Netherby'fl comjjarison between 
the schools of Victoria and those of 
Heattle will be concurred in by all who 
are in a position to speak understand- 
ingly on the subject; but njpon one point 
Mr. Netherby did not tbclb^, and that 
is as to the condition of the school houses 
in the two cities. Keference is not made 
to the fact that tho Seattle schools are 
more expensive and architecturally more 
attractive to tho eye than ours, but the 
more important fact that they are kept 
in far better condition than ours. This 
is a serious objection to the Victoria 
school houses. The Central school ia 
acknowledged to be in a shapo that ia 
inescusable, and there is a lack of 
tidiness about the other school house 
that ia really distressing. The school 
trustees ought to remedy this defect at 
tho 'earliest posslWe day. Neat school 
r-ioms are an educauoii'ia :thomselve8. 



Eueene Debs, who has been foremost 
in labor matters in the United States for 
the past few years, says that a million 
and a half men are out of employment 
in that country. As he adds that this 
means that more than five millions of 
persons, who are dependent upon tlieae 
unemployed, are. in want of the neces- 
saries of life, he probably does not in- 
clude the great army of tramps in his 
computation. This was estimated a few 
years ago at two millions. We think this 
figure is probably erroneous. If we cut 
the latter estimate in two. the aggregate 
number of idle men is qaite sufficiently 
startling. There is n» need of the lan- 
guage of exaggeration in dealinc with 
this question. Minimum estimates and 
guarded expressions present a picture 
that is well calculated to excite grave 
concern, if not alarm, for the immediate 
future. At a very moderate estimate 
there are in the United States more than 
the total population of Canada in 
actual want or hovering on the border 
of poverty, and this without taking 
into consideration the recular pauijsr 
class, consisting of the aged, the infirm, 
those lef^suddenly destitute by bereave- 
ment, and the others' who are the sub- 
jects of public relief in tho regular course 
of municipal administration. Five mil- 
lions in destitution because the bread- 
winners are idle; a million idle vagrants 
— we have not to add many more lor tlie 
regular pauper element to bring the to- 
tal number of persons, either actually 
destitute or on the verge of destitution, 
up to one-tenth of the whole population, 
and yet we have taken no account of the 
criminal class. When General Booth 
told us about the "submerged tenth" 
of English society, meaning thereby 
criminals, paupers, the partially em- 
ployed and those in receipt of wages 
barely sufficient to keep body and soul 
together, the civilized world was shock- 
ed, and no part of it more ' so than the 
United States. But if Debs is as reliable 
as Booth, our neighbors need not look 
out of their own bordera to find a eub- 
merged tenth, wliose condition ia even 
more tiopelesa than that of their breth- 
ren in England. 

We say advisedly that their condition 
is more hopeless, and for two reasons. 
One is that the majority of those in pov- 
erty, or upon the verge of it, in England 
were born in that condition, whereas in 
the United States the majority know 
what it is to enjoy happier conditions 
and have been unfitted by education for 
the privations which they must now 
bear. The other reason is that in Eng- 
land wealth recognizes its obligations to 
a far greater degree than it does in the 
United States. The Vanderbilt doctrine: 
" The public be damned," ia not yet the 
gospel of wealthy and titled England. 

It is with feelings of deep pain that we 
learn of this condition of things among 
our neighbors. The prosperity of the 
United States means much for Canada; 
while, if society ia likely to be torn up 
there by the efl'orts of the submerged 
class to raise their lieads above the flood 
of disaster which threatens to overwhelm 
them, the evil results may ex- 
tend far and wide. We liave nothing 
in Canada to warrant the revolutionary 
sentiments, which find expression in the 
United States, but no one ia farsighted 
enough to sec the result of a war be- 
tween the masses and clasBes in that 
country, nor to what foreign complica- 
tioua it might not lead. " We are 
nearly done voting," said a prominent 
and wealthy Galifornian a few days ago. 
Asked what he meant, he said that men 
of great means and monster corporations 
controlled the country, and when it 
suited their convenience thev could in a 
short time wipe out the last vestige of 
popular government. " Everybody sees 
this," he said, " and no one knows how 
to avoid it except by revolution." Ques- 
tioned as to the result of a revolution, lie 
said that the wealthy classes could hire 
enough men to put down any revolution. 
His own sympathies, it is fair to add, 
are witli the masses. 

Mr. Debs proposes to solve the great 
problem by the establishment of co- 
operative colonies, and says tho first atep 
will be taken in theStato of Washington. 
From a co-operative colony lie hopes it 
will l)e easy to progress to a co-operative 
state and from that to a co-operative 
nation. The scheme seems chimerical, 
but we shall be glad to see it tried. 
Anything is better than the present 
drifting from bad to worse. We have 
faith enough in the principles of popu- 
lar government and the good sense of 
the American people to believe that 
when they set tlieir minda to it our 
neighbors will discover a way out of the 
Slough of Despond into which they seem 
to be slowly but surely sinking.

Simultaneously, and to ail appear- 
ance accidentally so, with a letter from 
the British government to President 
Kruger, of the Transvaal, demanding a 
repeal of the alien law, came an invita- 
tion from the British admiral inviting 
the Transvaal legislature to visit and in- 
spect the fleet at anchor in the bay. The 
law was promptly repealed and the in- 
vitation accepted. 

Til 13 announcement that Great Britain 
ia not likely to oppose Hawaiian annex- 
ation will be sorrowful tidings to the 

jingoes in the United States Senate, and 
may operate against tlie treaty, which 
some senators approve of principally be- 
cause they think Great Britain ia op- 
posed to it. We believe tliat the treaty 
will bo ratified.

Some time early in the coming week 
there will be a general exodus of sailing 
craft from the quiet waters of Jaiuea 
Bay, and when Seattloites awake the 
following morning thoy will lind their 
harbor in possession of the Victoria 
Vacht Club, or at least the largest re- 
presentation of that, body that has ever 
been seen in any Outafde port. Details 
for the coming outing will probably be 
arranged at a special meeting of the club 
this evening, and a fleet of from eight to 
twelve craft of all ranks and sizea be 
seen in evidence on the Sound to testify 
to the cordial all'ection entertained by 
the British Colunibiii yachtsmen for 
their brethren of the Queen City. Of 
course the fastest yacht of the North- 
west, Mr. \V. l'\ Bullen's Ariadne, will 
be one of the contingent, and aa she 
easily demonstrated her superiority in 
the races here a day or so ago, it will in- 
terest Seattleites, aa well perhaps as 
some of Victoria's citizens, to know 
something about her. She was designed 
by Stone, of San Francisco, and built by 
the Marine Railway Company, of Eaqui- 
malt; at the present time she is the 
largest as well as the swiftest craft in all 
the NorlUwest country, while she would 
gointothe firat class with anything owned 
or sailed in San Francisco. Provided 
with a yawl rig, and not canvassed 
for racing so much aa cruising, she is 
ueverthelesB fast enough to hold her own 
in any company, while at the same time 
a comfortable and luxurious pleasure 
craft of whicli any entluiaiastic owner 
might well bo proud. Eighteen jieople 
in all can be comfortably accommodated 
in the bertlis, while her st.atorooms, 
saloon, crew's (juarters, etc., are on a 
scale of modernity and neatness leaving 
nothing to be desired either in comfort 
or beauty. A force of twelve men is re- 
quired to properly handle the ship, 
whicli on the occasion of her recent vic- 
tories was commanded by George F. 
Askew of this city and manned by her 
owner, Mr. Bullen, Messrs. A. D. 
Crease, W. F. Bullen, Percy Roberts. H. 
Hardey-SimpBon, and several other Vic- 
torians. Than E. B. Learning, of New 
Whatcom, there is no higher yachting 
authority in the Northwest, and Vic- 
torians have his opinion — given in true 
sportsmanlike faaliion, after hia famous 
Myth had been outsailed by the new 
boats — that the Ariadne and the Jubilee 
in anything like a breeze will run away 
from any other craft on the upper Goaat 
to-day. The Jubilee, which is coupled 
with the Ariadne in tliiagraceful coinpli- 
ment, also flies tlis Victoria Y.C. colore, 
being tiie result of the winter's pleasant 
occupation for her owner. Captain 
George Collins, and that genial skipper's 
popular wife. The Captain, it will be 
remembered, found time hanging lieav- 
ily on his hands, it being bard for biui 
to tear himself away from active busi- 
ness life even when he found itno longer 
necessary for him to occupy himself 
with money-getting.

As a cruiser slie is aa good as in 
racing, and those who saw her run in 
the just completed races will agree that 
this is eloquent testimony to her general 
character. Before she visits Seattle she 
will receive a few trifling alterations sug- 
gested byexperience,herteiuporary shift- 
ing ballast being taken out and her lead 
keel jilaced in position. The rigging 
will be also slightly overhauled, and this 
done the Jubilee will "fear nae foe." 
She is not over-canvassed aa a novice in 
yacht sailing ini;^ht conclude from a 
glance at lior, and in the freshening 
breeze in which the recent races were 
concluded, demonstrated her ability to 
run away from every opponent, making 
on the fi nal round fastest time of the 
Held. The Allie, still another new Vic- 
toria sail and another of the lleet for 
Seattle, was designed by W. P. atopliens, 
editor of Forest and ULreuin, after liis 
world-famous Scarecrow, and was built 
by her owner, Mr. Morrall of this city. 
She is sailed by Captain 0. A. Godson 
with a crew of two, being a I-rater in 
class 0. Twenty-live feet in length over 
all, 18 feet Lw.l., and wiLli fi teetheiini, 
she can when weighted with lier (ioO 
pound fin, hold her own (lulte handilv 
in herclass, as she ban already shown by 
her victory over the spcedv Frou Frou.

This im- 
portant and highly Batisfactory infor- 
mation to canneryinen in particular was 
tbe principul news brouglit by the Tees, 
Oapt. John Irving, which returned from 
the Weat Coast yesterday morning, utter 
a delightful trip in sunshinny weather. 
VsfortuBately the cannery at Clayo- 
qnot was not yet prepared for the ad- 
vent of the fish, but it is understood that 
preparations for their handling are now- 
being pushed forward. Tlie con- 
dition of affairs are quite the 
reverse to tha|i of last year. 
Then the canners were in waiting weeks 
for the fish, whereas now the lieh ap- 
pear to be waiting for them. At Kyu- 
qnot when the Tees was there the schoon- 
ers Penelope, City of San Diego, Dora 
Siewerd, Otto and Arietaa were all at 
anchor and were experiencing difficulty 
in getting their Indian crews. In con- 
sequence the captains of all of these 
vesBels have netitioned Collector Milne 
for Uio Quadra's aerviceg. They believe 
that if tlie atoamer iiiakea a trip down 
the coast now aa she did last year the 
Indians whom they engaged some weeks 
ago will como on boar<l. As at 
present and also as of old, the 
natives are inditlerent to adhering 
to any arrangement, and are holding 
back for more pay. The Tees had as 
passengers on her return trip : F. Flint, 
a .mineral expert; Mrs. and Slies Sie- 
ward, who were visiting Capt. Sieward 
atKynquot; GoDBtable Spain, who had 
a prisoner named Dan llaggerty in 
charge, convicted of selling liquor to 
Siwasbea at Olayoquot; G. Coles, the 
cook of the schooner E. B. Marvin; J. 
Mayer, a miner; Mrs. Spain, Capt.

WILL NOT GO SKAI.rXG.

EELICS OF EXTISCT RACES. 

Interesting Results of a Scientific Explora- 
tion of tbe Inlands of the Pacific. 

iMt. v. W. Christian, B..1., recently 
returned to Sydney, N.S.W., alter hav- 
ing spent a period of eighteen months in 
the Caroline and other islands of the 
Pacific in the exploration of the ruins 
existing there, under the auspices of tlie 
Polynesian Society of New Zealand . Ho 
called at Hongkong en route, where he 
was met by a representative party of the 
"Odd Volume Literary Society," who 
gave him a hearty welcome and wished 
him success in bia exploratioiiH. 
Thence boat was taken to j\Ianilla 
and Ya)), in the Caroline Islands ; Liuam, 
in the Ladrouca, and I'onajjei ; a stay of 
nine months being made in the latter is- 
land examining the extensive ruins on 
tbe eastern bide of ttie islrtiul. The jour- 
ney was continued to .Mokil, Pingelap, 
and Oalan. In all of the places visited 
Mr. Christian found extensive traces of 
Chinese and Japanese works, and was 
also Buccessfui in securing many etlino- 
loeical specimens, comprising numerous 
weapons and tools, in the excava- 
tions. The result of the explora- 
tions has satisfied Mr. Christian that 
in the past an extensive trade waff 
carried on through the islands mention- 
ed between China and Central Amoritn, 
evidences of this fact existing, in addi- 
tion to the islands already mentioned, 
in Tahiti, Ilivasa and lOastern Island, 
tbe latter containing extensive ruins of 
a character identical with those visited 
by Mr. Christian, who has established a 
chain of evidence pointing to the exist- 
ence of an old civilization that would 
explain the ancient civilization of Cen- 
tral America. Extensive inquiries were 
made into the traditi >ns, customs and 
manners of the islanders, and many dis- 
coveries were made of the early history of 
the Malays inregard|tomigration,all prov- 
ing that the Torres Straits route to the 
Pacific was not taken, but that the voy- 
ages were made by way of the Caroline 
islands. Mr. Christian also devoted a 
considerable portion of his time to a 
study of the languages of the islanders, 
and has already put into dictionary form 
four or live dialects that are at present 
unknown. A great similarity exists in 
these languages, all supporting the 
theory of the explorer.

There died at Massott, on tbe (iueen 
Charlotte Islands, in ISDl, an Intlian 
chief whose career eeeins worthy of 
brief notice. This was Albert Kdward 
Edenshaw, chief of the Haidas. * 

Until be became chief be bore the 
name Gwai-gu-un-lthin, or "The man 
who rests his head on an island." To 
spare our vocal chords, however, we will 
anticipate, and call bim Edenshaw, 
though we may notice in passing how 
suggestive bis Haida name was of the 
influence he was afterwards destined to 
wield over his countrymen. He was 
born at a village called Altbins Kwuu, 
which stood on the promontory now 
known as Cape Ball, on tbe eastern coast 
of the (^ueen Charlotte Islands, not far 
from Skidegate. The date of his 
birth is uncertain, but may probably 
be placed somewhere between 1810 and 
1815. His youth was passed in stirring 
times, for tho Haidas were then a very 
warlike race and terrorized the entire 
coast from Sitka to Vancouver Island. 
In the alavo-caiituring raids tbey were 
in tbe habit of making, the Skidegate 
and Clue Haidas, under a warrior named 
S'hkug-ga, took a prominent part, and 
young lidenBhaw and his two brothers 
are said to have distinguished themselves 
by their energy and daring in many a 
fierce encounter. As early a8l8-l'2, when 
the shin Canada, of New Bedford, visit- 
ed Skidegate, her first officer considered 
Edenshaw of sufficient importance to 
write for bim a commendatory certifi- 
cate. 

About this time Edenshaw removed 
to North Island, at the northwest corner 
of the Queen Charlotte group, Here hia 
uncle, bearing the hereditary name of 
J'ldensliaw, was already eetablisbcd as a 
powerful chief. According to Haida 
custom tho chieftainship descends, not 
to the chiefs eon, but to bis sister's son, 
who is supposed to marry the chief's 
daughter. In the present case the chief 
had no daughter, and young Edenshaw, 
who was his uncle's legal heir, married 
the dauizhter of an Alaskan Haida. On 
his uncle's death, I'^denshaw succeeded 
bim, inherited all his property, and took 
his name. The property included six 
slaves, and as his wife brought with her 
a dowry of ten slaves, young Edenshaw's 
tlomestic establishment was liberally 
supplied with attendants. 

Being now his own master, he had 
full scojie for the energy and cajiacity he 
poefiBfiecd, and toon addcti considerably 
to tlie luestigehe liad inherited. Know- 
ing that tlie man who could make the 
most poliatchea— i.e., the largest distri- 
butions of projjerty — was unaninionely 
accorded the supremacy, be set himself 
to actiuiro wealth, which in those d:iys 
consisted chielly of slaves, blankets, furs 
and coppers. Tho " coppers " were Hat 
sheets of metal about '2 ay I '.j feet in 
size, on wiiich a device was etcbed. In 
olden times they acquired a fictitious 
value, one copper being considered 
worth ten slaves. Edenshaw's friends 
say he never Captured slaves himself, 
though he constantly bought and sold 
tlieni. He obtained them chielly from 
Skidegate and often went as far as Sitka 
to sell them. lie used to travel in state 
in !i dug-out canoe twelve fathoms long, 
elaborately painted at both oiuls, manned 
by a larire number of slaves and depend- 
ents. Jiy means of constant trading ho 
accumulated a largo quantity of pro- 
perty, and in tlie course of his life made 
no leas than seven large potlatcbes. 

He had not long been chief when ho 
had a narrow escape of his life in an en- 
counter with some Tsimshlans on tho 
river Naas, He had gone over with a 
large party of Haidas to sell a slave and 
a large copper. The Naas people recog- 
ni;!ed the slave as one of themselves and 
claimed him. This led to an angry dis- 
pute during which Edeusljaw and a 
Taimshian chief engaged in a hand-to- 
hand struggle. A bystander raised his 
gun to snoot I'^denshaw, who adroitly 
swung bia oppoiient round and made 
him reciMve tho eluirge, wliich in.siuiitly 
killed bim. Ivleushuw then nisheii 
towards his canoe. On the way several 
shots were lired after bim and two bul- 
lets struck bim, but he managed to reach 
Ilia caiino and escape, though ho carried 
the hiillots, embedded in his llesli, all 
his life. 

In 1852, Captain llooney of the 
schooner Susan Stiirges called at Masaett 
on a trading exptdil.ion. The Maasett 
Hairlas swarmed on board and took pos- 
eession of the vessel, the white crew tak- 
ing refuge in the cabin, where they 
would doubtless have been murdered 
had not Edenshaw, who happened to be 
on board, interfered on their behalf. 
He stood with hia back against tho 
cabin door, and dared anyone to injure 
them. As it was, the white men were

secured and taken to tlie villtifrp, and the 
schooner jiillafied and Iniriit. Kden- 
sliaw, liowever, (!ontrived afterwards to 
obtain tho wliite men's release, and took 
them in his canoe to Fovl .Simpson. The 
orij^iiial dotniiiient which Cnptain Kooney 
gave I'AleiiHluiw on that occasion ia still 
in the poHsession of the family, and is 
worth transcribini,' : 

"KouT SiMi'soN, Oct. 10, 1.S52. 
" The hearer of this, Edenshaw, is ehiel 
of the trilie of Indiana residint; on North 
Island. 1 have reason to know that he 
is a iiood man, for ho has been the 
means af Having the lives of mo and my 
crow, who were attacked and taken 
prisoners by the Massott Indians oil" the 
harbor of that name. He and his wife 
and child were on board the vessel, com- 
ing from Skiddi^at harbor round to 
North Island, when on the 23th of Sep- 
tember, 1852, we were surprised by Bome 
canoes alongside. Wo were sooverpower- 
ed by luinibers, and so sudden the attack, 
that ail resistance on our part was 
quite impossible: but after gaining the 
cabin this man and his wife and two or 
tliree of liis men who happened to como 
oil' in a small canoe, proteotod ua for 
seven hours until ho made some terms 
with them for our safety. Ho saved my 
cliroiiomoter and several other thiiigH 
which lie brought to Fort Siniiisoii and 
gave to mo without ever asking for any 
remuneration. I hope if this Hhonld be 
shown to any master of asliii). that he 
will treat him well for he deeervea well 
ill llie hand of every white man.

Edenshaw's territory, and tlieir coiii- 
manderH inlerviewcil him. One of these 
was Captain W. lliiUHloun of 11. .M.S. 
Trincomalee, who stiites that luv found 
Edensiiaw a man uf great inlluenco in 
the neighborhood, and advises his being 
treated' with ' gfeat 'consideration. The 
other was Coiufalaiider J. 0. Frevost, of 
II.B.M. steam. Bloop Virago, who en- 
gaged Edenshaw as hia pilot, and was 
able to say that he considered him " the

lart'e ship than any other Indian " he 
had " yet met with." 

During tlie next few years Ivlenehaw 
appears to have several times visited the 
various town on Vancouver Island. A 
justice of the peace at Nanaimo writes 
ominously, in ISliO, tliat l'",denshaw was 
" v(!ry well diBiiosud towarila tho whites, 
but was dangerous if thwarted wlien in a 
state of intoxication, and therefore re- 
(juired gentle treatment." 

When at tho invitation of the Rev. \V. 
II. Collison the various small tribes on 
the north shore of Queen Charlotte 
Islands gathered to form one settlement 
at Maseett, Edenshaw came with them, 
and henceforth made' Massett his home. 
Here he li^ed an uneventful life for 
many years, and tho only other occaeion 
when he at all attracted public notice 
was at tho wreck of tho steamer Sar- 
donyx in 1890. The captain of that un- 
fortunate vessel speaks liiglily of the 
" kindness and hospitality shown by 
JOdenshaw and his jiuoplo " to tho ship- 
wrecked crew. Tho interview between 
the captain and JCdenshaw was not al- 
together devoid of sentiment, for the 
captain adds: " .\s I could not speak 
his huiguago, nor he mine, I laid the gun 
which I held in my hand at his feet, as 
a token o.! honor and respect." 

l<)densliaw died at Massett on Novem- 
lier lOtli, 1804. In addition to a stone 
over hia grave, a monument has been 
erected to bim in tbe village street with 
an inscription commemorating tbeabove- 
mentioned rescue of tho crew of the 
Susau Sturges. 

Ho liad two children, one, George, 
died before liiin ; the other, Henry, still 
survives, and is now teacher of tho Jlas- 
sett Indian Kchool. Ho was succeeded 
the I'liiellaiiiahip by his nei)hevv, 
Oharlea EdiiiiHlinw. 

TiuiB enilB the career of a man who 
certainly did something to brine about 
a good unilerataiiding between natives 
and whites in Northern ISritiah Colum- 
bia, and it is doubtleas iiartly owing to 
his inlluonce and example that the 
Haidas'have taken so readily to civili/ed 
ways and beuome one ot the most law 
abiding tribes 6n'the'Ooa8ti: '.ii' '

WILL IT HELP SILVER V 

BinietBllists Hope to Profit by the Jubilee 
Good Fellowship. 

London, June 25. — The favorable im- 
pression produced in England by Presi- 
dent McKinley's action in appointing a 
special embassy for the Queen's Jubilee 
ia emphasized by the distinction witli 
which they have been received at court 
and in the higbeat social circles. All 
the members share in the exceptional 
honors and attention paid them as repre- 
sentatives ot the United States, lioyalty 
has set the style, and every reference to 
America in the public press is sympa- 
thetic and appreciative. 

The fact is generally recognized that 
America has departed from her usual 
half-hearted inethcds of diplomatic inter- 
course with foreittn nations and taken 
lier place with dignity and distinction in 
the world's court of honor opened in 
London for the purpose of congratulating 
the Queen and the J'Impire on her long 
and prosperous reign. Good feeling has 
been promoted by this exceptional 
demonstration of American courtesy and 
appreciation, and a way may be opened 
for the adjustment of several questions 
vitally aflecting the United States. 

For example, three silver envoys, with 
Senator Wolcott at their head, will ar- 
rive in London next week, after enter- 
ing upon their work in Paris under moat 
favorable ci rcunistances. The House ol 
Commons has passed an academic reso- 
lution in favor of bi-inetallism, but the 
ministers are divided on the subject. 
Mr. Balfour is in favor of bi-metallisiii, 
and several ol liis colleagties are of the 
same mind. Lord Salisbury liimeelf is 
known to share Mr. Balfour's views, 
altliough he is more catitious in express- 
ing them. Mr. Cliamberhiin and others 
are on the fence, and there is only 
onQ pronounced mono-metallist witii 
convictions unclouded by doubt. This 
is the Chancellor of the Exchequer, with 
financial London behind him. An im- 
portant fact, which is." well understood 
m the best circles nf information, is 
that the niiuisters, while unable to agree 
upon any other point, will undoubtedly 
consent to send delegates to a new inter- 
national cDuferenee. This ujay be slated 
with the ntnioit positiveness. 

These delegates, moreover, will not be 
liiili:lioiiiid nionometall ists, eonviueedin 
advance that nothing can be done fur sil- 
ver, but otieri-minded men ready to dis- 
cuss the complex question in all its bear- 
ings. The re-opening of the Indian 
mints is also probable. 



Vietoritt Capital in Kettle Rivef 
Country— Vicissitudes of Dredff- 
iug iu Cariboo. 



The Duncan Syndicate of London, who

Other members are Capt. liax, of the 
Wet.Liiiiiister Electric Company; Ilaiu- 
inerbly lleenaii, presiJent of the Darien 
Coiiijiuiiy; and Douglass Cairney, the 
well known broker of Oilasgow. There 
are only about 15 people in the syndi- 
cate, and they are advanctog all the 
money themselvea for their mining nnd 
smelting operations. 

Captain Thomas Duncan, who was in 
Roaaland with the manager, Mr. Drum- 
inond, last fall, has been iu West ICoote- 
nay several years stuitying the country 
and selecting minim; jiroapectB. The 
syndicate now has 11 ])roperLiea ulto- 
getlier. These are the Wren, Caluinet, 
Little George, J'lanct, Comet and 
Kicket, all on Wild Horje creek, a few 
miles from Ymir City; the Kaiiiona, 
Aliceand Condor, on Hall creek, and the 
Catherine and Custer, near Sum mit sid- 
ing, on the .

dredging for it. So far dredging has not 
been a eticcesB, although the Finch, 
Alexandria and Pittsburg companies 
have taken out from $70 to .$100 per day, 
and the day usually only a few hours, 
but the trouble has been to keep up an 
average of this kind.

HAILSTOilES IS KANSAS. 

A TerriBc Shower In Size from a Hen's 
Egg to Fourteen Jncbes in Cir- 
camference. 

Toi'EKA, Kaa'., Tune 24.— The worst 
hailstorm ever experienced in this sec- 
tion of Kansas struck this city shortly 
after 6 o'clock to-night. The shower of 
hail was terrific. Hailstones weighing 
twelve to sixteen ounces stripped the 
trees of their foliage, auiashed w-indows 
on every hand, including the finest 
plate glass fronts, cut down telegraph 
and telephone wires, riddled awnings, 
injured many persons, and inflicted un- 
l^reccdeiitcd damage. 

.So great was the weight of t'le falling 
hail tliat when it struck the asphalt 
pavement many of the hailstones re- 
bounded to the height of twenty or thirty 
feet. Dogs were strnok in the streets 
and instantly killed. Horses were 
knocked to their knees, to rise again and 
dash away in mad fright. Dead birds 
were found everywhere. 

The storm came up from the sbuth- 
weat. Dense, greinish clouds gave 
warning of disaster, and as the day bad 
been extremely hot and close;, niany 
foresaw a cyclone and souclit sbelier in 
their cellars. The storm came on witli 
a heavy w-ind and terrific lightning. 
Then came rain, together with a deafen- 
ing crash of hail that was paralyzing to 
tlie senses. So great was the damage to 
telegraph wires that the city was cut oil' 
from the outside world for several hours. 

Topeka to-night looks like a city that 
has ivithatood a siege of war guns. There 
are not a dozen buildings in the town 
that are not windowless, and many roofs 
were caved in. The roofs of many struc- 
tures were also pierced. The damage 
can be imagined when it is known that 
the hailstones ranged in size from that 
of a hen's egg to an ostrich egg, and that 
thirty ininutes after the atorm one hail- 
fitorio was picked up which measured 
fourteen inches in circumference.
